part of what it is necessary to ‘do in 
order to cope with, piracy, Measures 
external to the.ship were recognised to 
be cqually essential to the. solution of the 
problem, ‘ Wo believe,” the Commis. 
sioners said, ‘‘ that it would have a most 
salutary effect if a plan’ of patrols. 
whether Naval or Colonial, could be estab: 
lished and worked in conjunction with, 
Portuguese and Chinese patrols, and if 
possible these contrals should bo in wire 
less communication, They: should have a 
raubstantially higher speed than the river 
steamers und should work to a pre 
arranged plan.” There is not the lenst 
doubt that such patrols would be more 
effective in the prevention of ‘piracy than 
any of the other meastires suggest- 
ed. Experience has proved it, Old 
residents in. this part of the world will 
remember that on one memorable’ cecas’on 
when trade on the West River was greatly 
hampered by piracy the British. Naval 
authorities, with the consent of the Chinese 


J authorities, undertook to reduce Tracy 


.on. the river, and a joint British and 
Chinese patrol! was instituted with mest 
satisfactory results, It was finally left 
to the Chinese Navy to carry on the good 
work,-but they merely furnished the world 
with new evidence that a Chinese patrol 
cannot be depended’ on to do’. effective 
police work of that deseription for long. 
Then, again, after the piracy on the Tat 
On, such a joint patrot as the Commission 
suggests was actually instituted and it, 
proved very effective while it Insted, but 
the outbreak of the War caused its dis- 
continuance, as no doybt the British and 
the Portuguese ships were required, 
for the duties they were sent out here 
primarily to undertake. But whit ‘of 
the Chineso Navy? How does it. justify 
its existence? Ewin with such a naval 
force as the -Chincse have in these wators, 
they, ought to be able to effectively police 
the rivers and: the <pproaches to. Canton: 
Wo do not know, what, if any, steps have 
beech taken to carry out tho suggestion 
for w joint patrol made by the Commis- 
sion, but it is high time that something 
were dont. The Canton authorities, can. 
be no, less concerned than fereign traders 
ever this deplorable prevalence of piracy 
and brigandage, for it ¢s well known 
to be seriously affecting the'r’ public 
revenues, while, of course, it is caving at 


-} tho same time great hardship and losa, to 


native traders. For thnt reason alone. 
the Cantoa authorities are‘not likely to 
turn a deaf ear to any suggestions mado 
to them with the object of safeguarding 
merchandiyo in transit, and it isto ba 
hoped that something may speedily bo 
done towards the adoption of definite 
action, ta rid. the rivers and ‘the coastline 
of Kwangtung of the murderous gangs 
who are holding up trade. W
